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Fence may prevent 
‘traveller invasions’ 


A PUBLIC open space 
may be fenced to 
discourage travellers 
who returned for the 
second time in a 
month. 

The controversial move 
to protect The Severals, 
Newmarket’s central 
green, follows the latest 
“invasion” by travellers 
last Friday. 

Around 10 caravans, motor 
homes, lorries and other vehicles 
drove onto the green. 

But they left after about three 
hours when police together with 
council and Jockey Club Estates 
officials warned them they could 
be arrested and have their 
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vehicles seized. 

They were told they were 
breaking a court order, obtained 
to move a previous week-long 
encampment in the past month. 

Members of the town council 
have praised the police for their 
swift action to tell the travellers 
to move on. 

But they will be having talks 
this week with Jockey Club 
Estates about putting up a fence 
to discourage further encamp¬ 
ments. 

The council owns the main 
part of the green and the Jockey 
Club owns a strip of land on the 
two sides fronting Bury Road and 
Fordham Road. 

Town councillors heard that 


the Jockey Club was keen to get 
on with the installation of a 
fence. 

Members of the council’s 
community services committee 
agreed to “consider the desir¬ 
ability” of putting a fence 
around the green which has 
previously not been enclosed. 

Former mayor Coun Warwick 
Hirst said: “It’s a sadness that it 
needs to be fenced to stop it 
becoming a regular stopping 
point for travellers.” 

William Gittus, managing 
director of Jockey Club Estates, 
said: “This is something we 
would rather not do. It’s a shame 
because it will spoil the look of 
the place - but then so does 
having caravans parked on it.” 

He said that quotations for the 
cost of different types of fence 
were being obtained and would 


be reported to the council for 
consideration at its meeting on 
September 24. 

Newmarket Business Asso¬ 
ciation had asked the council, 
before the caravans returned on 
Friday, what was being done to 
secure the area. 

The association complained 
that the previous encampment 
had cost its members money in 
employing security staff to 
prevent theft. One business paid 
out £1,000 on extra security. 

The Severals, opposite the 
town’s historic Clocktower, has 
been an open space for centuries. 
It has been the responsibility of 
the town council since the 
council came into being eight 
years ago. 

There are currently plans to 
bring back cricket and other 
sports to the green.

Protesters win delay on 
Market Square scheme 


REVISED plans to build 
shops on half of New¬ 
market’s Market Square 
have been welcomed by 
councillors. 

Modifications to the contro¬ 
versial scheme have been 
supported by a majority vote 
at the town council’s develop¬ 
ment and planning committee. 

The scheme has been 
delayed by two months to 
allow more time for consult¬ 
ation with shopkeepers and 
market traders. 

Forest Heath District Coun¬ 
cil, the planning authority, 
agreed to the delay - until the 
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end of October - after being 
accused of trying to “rush 
through” the plans to extend 
the town’s Guineas shopping 
centre. 

Although the town council 
has previously voted by a 
majority to back the scheme, 
Coun Bill Burch, the mayor, 
remains firmly opposed to it. 

He said: “This will bring 
about the demise of the 
market. I would have liked to 
see them fill the empty shops 
in the town first without 


building any more.” 

But Coun Jane Bailey, acting 
chairman of the committee, 
said the development was 
needed to encourage shoppers 
to the town. 

Coun Mick Jefferys, a 
former mayor, said: “We need 
to be more forward-looking. 
This would enhance the whole 
area. 

“At least the plan is a 
compromise and doesn’t take 
over the whole square.” 

He also welcomed proposals 
to make Wellington Street, 
which runs along one side of 
the Market Square, into a 
pedestrian area. 


“I think there’s a lot of 
merit in it,” he said. “I would 
like to see a push for 
pedestrianisation of Welling¬ 
ton Street so that we can have 
a thriving market.” 

Centenary Investment, the 
company that operates the 
Guineas centre is proposing 
the development, which 
includes one large shop of 
more than 1,800 sq metres and 
six small kiosk units. 

The company has offered to 
pay £35,000 towards a consult¬ 
ant’s report on the feasibility 
of a traffic ban in Wellington 
Street. 
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Store in Bag for Life give-away 


A SUPERMARKET chain is backing 
a council chief’s campaign against 
plastic carrier bags. 

Coun Chris Turner, Newmarket’s 
deputy mayor, has declared his 
intention to stop the proliferation of 
free plastic bags which harm the 
environment. 

He wants the town to follow the 
example of Modbury in Devon 
which became the first town in 
Europe to declare a ban on plastic 
carrier bags. 

A similar initiative is being 
backed by a council leader in 
Royston. 


Newmarket’s Waitrose store is 
giving away 6,000 Bags for Life this 
month in a bid to persuade 
customers to reduce their use of 
free carrier bags. 

The number of bags being given 
away is equivalent to the number 
bought, at lOp each, over four years. 

Phillip Hawes, a department 
manager at the store, said: “As a 
business we are committed to 
reducing unnecessary packaging 
and plastic bag usage. 

“Many of our customers already 
engage in our Bag for Life scheme 
and use our bag recycling facility. 


By introducing this initiative we 
hope to continue to raise awareness 
and have a positive influence on 
shopping habits when it comes to 
the environment.” 

The bag give-away started today. 

Waitrose signed up to the 
Government’s Voluntary Code of 
Practice in February with the aim 
of developing practical steps to 
reduce nationwide plastic bag usage 
by 25 per cent by 2008. 

Coun Turner is due to visit the 
store later this week. 


Couple save student 
godson from eviction

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A NURSE and her husband 
had to use their savings to 
prevent her student godson 
from being evicted from his 
flat. 

Alison Bunting said the plight of 
her godson, Ellis Jolly, highlights the 
difficulties being faced by students 
and their families. 

Ellis, 20, got into arrears of more 
than £3,000 on his flat at Churchill 
Court, Newmarket, while he was at 
university in Leeds. 

His mother died from cancer four 
years ago and he has no other place 
to come “home” to when he is not at 
college where he is studying for a 
BSc in sports performance coaching. 

While he was living in the flat he 
received income support to help pay 
the rent. But that stopped when he 
went to university. 

Despite public appeals for help, and 
some support from a charity, Ellis 
was unable to pay the arrears and 
was served with eviction papers by 
Kings Forest Housing. 

But Alison, who works as a 
nursery nurse at Cambridge’s Rosie 
maternity hospital, and her husband, 
Paul, stepped in to help settle the 
debt. 

Now the couple, from Whitegates, 
Newmarket, who have two sons of 


their own, have said there should be 
some way to help students in the 
same position as Ellis. 

They have taken up the issue with 
local MP Richard Spring. 

Mr Bunting, 46, said: “We’re 
really hoping that there is some 


benefactor out there that can help 
because Ellis is just going to face 
the same situation when he goes 
back to university.”

Expert advice sought on homes plan 


A LEGAL expert is being 
asked to advise coun¬ 
cillors who want to stop an 
“unwanted” housing 
estate from being built. 

Officials at Forest Heath 
District Council have said 
they are powerless to stop 
the 150 homes from being 
built, but councillors have 
insisted on a “second opin¬ 
ion” from a barrister. 

The council granted out¬ 
line permission for the 
homes for American Air 
Force personnel in 2003. 
At that time a USAF 
housing requirement 
indicated that the homes 
were needed. 


But now the Americans 
have said they do not 
require them. 

Letters have been sent to 
the council by the RAF 
commander at Mildenhall 
base and the Defence 
Estates organisation 
saying that the scheme is 
not supported by the 
Ministry of Defence nor 
the USAF. 

But developer Per¬ 
simmon Homes (Anglia) is 
insisting on pressing 
ahead with the scheme to 
build the houses on more 
than 13 acres of land next 
to the Smoke House Inn at 
Skeltons Drove, Beck Row. 


The company has sub¬ 
mitted a “reserved 
matters” application to the 
council for approval of the 
design and layout of the 
houses. 

District council plan¬ 
ning chiefs recommended 
that the latest application 
should be approved. 

Richard Watson, the 
council’s head of plan¬ 
ning, told councillors: 
“You have to accept there 
could be 150 houses there 
which you have permitted. 
The decision, whether it is 
good or bad, is one you are 
stuck with.” 

He warned members of 


the council’s planning 
committee that rejecting 
the “reserved matters” 
application would leave 
the council “defenceless” 
if Persimmon were to take 
the issue to an appeal. 

But the committee voted 
to put off a decision to 
allow time for a barrister 
to be consulted. 

Grenville Dale, vice- 
chairman of the Beck Row 
Community Association, 
said the American hous¬ 
ing office at Lakenheath 
currently had more than 
600 homes available for 
rent to service personnel. 


Brush up 

SCAFFOLDING has 
gone up around 
Newmarket’s stallion 
statue while it 
undergoes routine 
cleaning. 

The 15ft bronze statue 
which stands on the 
Stetchworth Toll 
roundabout near the 
town’s July Racecourse 
was erected in 2000 
after £200,000 was 
raised, mainly from 
within the horseracing 
industry. 

The fundraising 
committee set aside 
£30,000 for its 
continuing 
maintenance which 
was passed on to Forest 
Heath District Council 
- although the statue 
actually stands in the 
neighbouring East 
Cambridgeshire 
district. 

A Forest Heath council 
spokeswoman said the 
work was expected to 
take two weeks and 
should be finished in 
time for the resumption 
of racing at 
Newmarket’s Rowley 
Mile racecourse at the 
end this month. 

Yob hunted 

POLICE want to 
question a hoodie- 
wearing yob in 
connection with an 
incident in which a 
patio door window was 
smashed at a busy pub. 

The incident happened 
at Wetherspoon’s 
Golden Lion pub in 
High Street, 
Newmarket, between 
10.40pm and 10.50pm on 
Friday. The cost of 
repairs to the 
reinforced glass door is 
estimated at £500. 

The suspicious man, 
wearing a green hooded 
top, was seen in the 
area and was spoken to 
by pub staff. But he 
disappeared before 
police arrived.

Truckers stop off 
at pub - for a tan 


LORRY drivers are 
soaking up the sun - 
in the back room of a 
pub. 

Truckers are among 
customers using the 
tanning equipment at the 
Red Lodge Inn, next door 
to a popular cafe used by 
drivers. 

The pub is believed to be 
only the second in the 
country to install stand-up 
tanning equipment. 

Last year Jo-Anne Jones 
and Malcolm Sandells, 
who run the pub, installed 
showers for drivers to 
freshen up after an 
overnight stop. 

Now one of the shower 
rooms has been 
converted to take the 
tanning equipment. 
Jo-Anne said: “I’m a great 
believer that there is 
always another step to 
take a business. When we 
were hit by the smoking 
ban I thought ‘How can 
we get a new clientele?’ 


“I’ve always liked 
sunbeds so I thought 
let’s try it. People 
thought we were crazy, 
but we’ve had the 
tanning equipment in for 
about three weeks, and 
we’ve got 10 people 
booked for courses of 
treatment. 

“Some of the lorry 
drivers who stop in Red 
Lodge have used it 
because they get 
‘truckers’ arm’ from 
sitting in their cabs all 
day. Their right arm gets 
sunburned while their 
left arm is almost white. 
“Some of them have 
used it to even up their 
tan before they go on 
holiday.” 

Driver Richie Louks, 23, 
said: “It’s a good idea, 
but only time will tell 
whether drivers will use 
it.” 

But another trucker, 
Darren Smith, 37, said: 
“My wife doesn’t like my 
white marks when we go 


on the beach, so I would 
probably use it before 
we go on holiday.” 

A spokeswoman for 
Norwich-based 
Helionova, which is 
leasing the equipment to 
the pub, said: “We’ve 
installed our equipment 
in some pretty weird 
places - even in some 
supermarkets - but we 
haven’t put a sunbed in 
another pub.” 

Jo-Anne, 39, said: 
“Apparently we’re only 
the second pub in the 
country to have tanning 
equipment. We shall 
have to think of another 
crazy idea for next year, 
where we are the first in 
the country. 

“We’ve had a lot of 
support from people 
locally.”

Rape-charge 
airman’s 
trial delayed 

THE trial of an American serviceman 
facing two rape charges has been 
delayed for about two weeks. 

A court martial of Airman Renato 
Sanchez Del Carpio was due to have 
started this week. But the judge, 
Major Paula McCarron, agreed to a 
delay so that records relating to 
someone involved in the case could be 
retrieved. 

The identity of the person involved 
was not revealed after the issue was 
discussed in a closed session. 

Del Carpio, a medical professional 
in the dental squadron at the 
Lakenheath base, is charged with 
raping two women, both serving in 
the US Air Force, on the base in 
October last year and October 2005. 

The court martial is being held on 
the base. 


Woman faces 
magistrates 

A WOMAN accused of stealing nearly 
£6,500 from a school’s Parent Teacher 
Association (PTA) has appeared in 
court after magistrates issued a 
warrant for her arrest. 

Christine Byford, 41, had failed to 
appear at three previous court 
hearings. 

She appeared before magistrates at 
Bury St Edmunds on Saturday and 
was released on bail to appear in 
court again today. 

Byford, 41, of Tannersfield Way, 
Newmarket, is charged with stealing 
£6,491 from the PTA at Houldsworth 
Valley Primary School, Newmarket, 
between September 1, 2004, and July 1, 
this year. 

Byford was formerly treasurer of 
the PTA at her daughter’s school. 















































Arson attack teen 
spared jail term 
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A TEENAGER who 
shoved a lighted cigarette 
through a pensioner’s 
letterbox in an arson 
attack has escaped jail. 

The drunken act by 18-year- 
old Jamie Candian was the 
climax to three years of 
suffering for his neighbour Eric 
Wright, 82, who lives in fear 
after being besieged by yobs at 
his home in Westhorpe, Bur- 
well. 

Mr Wright now leaves a bowl 
of water under his letterbox 
each night and will not use his 
front room or front door, 
magistrates in Ely heard. 

Candian, 18, told police 
officers he carried out the 
attack for “fun”. In a previous 
court appearance he admitted 
committing arson on March 25. 

Handing Candian a five- 
month jail sentence suspended 
for two years, presiding magis¬ 
trate Hamish Ross told him: “Mr 
Wright doesn’t come out of his 
front door - you are part of that. 
He always looks behind him - 
that is how the actions of your 
group have affected an elderly 
man. You need to know that.” 

Mr Ross said the bench took 
into account that Candian has 
given up drinking and started 
work since moving from 
Westhorpe to live with his 
girlfriend’s family in Harlow. He 
told the teenager: “We have got 
to get the green shoots of your 
recovery going. You need to 
change yourself as a man.” 

Candian must give Mr Wright 
£150 in compensation for 
distress caused, carry out 40 
hours of unpaid work, pay £50 
costs, and complete two years of 
supervision that will include the 
“Think First” programme 
aimed at changing offenders’ 
behaviour. 

In a victim statement read to 
the court, Mr Wright said: 
“When I go out I am always 
looking over my shoulder. This 
has made me depressed, but I 
won’t let them beat me.” 

Matthew Bradbury, prose¬ 
cuting, told magistrates that for 
the past three years a group of 
youngsters had persecuted Mr 


Wright. Mr Bradbury said: 
“They have been throwing 
things at the house, hanging 
around, jumping out at him 
from hedges - generally intimi¬ 
dating and scaring him.” 

Mr Wright had reported the 
problems to the police four or 
five times, the court heard. 


Jeremy Kendall, mitigating, 
said: “Mr Candian is not an evil 
person. 

“He is quite a likeable young 
man who, really, pratted around 
and behaved like an idiot, and 
did not think what could have 
happened with that cigarette 
butt.” 


Have a say on future 
of county waste plans 


SUFFOLK residents are being urged 
to have their say on rubbish and 
what to do with it. 

The Suffolk Waste Partnership 
has launched a detailed survey into 
how residents view the county’s 
waste services. 

Feedback from the questionnaires 
will be used to help shape future 
waste services provided in the 
county as part of the Joint Mun¬ 
icipal Waste Management Strategy 
which sets out the strategic frame¬ 
work for the management of 
municipal waste in Suffolk until 
2020. 

Matt Hullis, Suffolk Waste Part¬ 


nership Support manager, said: 
“Working with residents to make 
sure they have the right waste ser¬ 
vices delivered at the right time is 
an important element of our joint 
waste strategy 

“That is why it is essential that 
residents who receive a survey 
should fill it in and return it to us as 
soon as possible.” 

Findings from the survey will be 
published this month and the 
revised JMWMS will be adopted in 
early 2008.

Bahrain horse owner 
buys will-wrangle stud 


A STUD farm at the 
centre of lengthy legal 
action has been sold. 

Collin Stud at Stetchworth was 
the centre of a dispute over the 
will of previous owner Neil 
Adam who died, aged 70, in 
2003. 

His daughters Grace and Emma 
contested the will in which he 
left the 250-acre farm to Robin 
Sharp, who was his manager, 
and Malcolm Bryson, the head 
groom. 

The daughters last year 
successfully contested the will 
on the grounds that Mr Adam 
was affected by multiple 
sclerosis at the time he made 
the will in 2001. 

The new owner is Bahrain horse 
owner Fawzi Nass. 

The stud will revert to its original 
name of Aislabie Stud. 

Oliver St Lawrence from 
bloodstock agents McKeever St 
Lawrence will manage the stud 
on Mr Nass’s behalf.

Mr St Lawrence said: “The stud 
has not had a horse on it since 
early spring, which will have 
done it the power of good. The 
paddocks will continue to be 


rested and put back in top 
condition, with us opening our 
doors to outside mares late 
2008. 

“Since previous owner Neil 
Adam died, the place has been 
in limbo and there is now to be 
an extensive programme of 
renovation and improvements”. 

Kevin Gossage, who is 
presently at Longholes Stud, 
having previously worked for 
Hascombe Stud, Cheveley Park 
Stud and John Gosden, has 
been appointed stud 
groom/assistant manager. 

Mr Nass currently boards mares 
at Stanley House Stud in 
Newmarket. 

He also has horses in training in 
England. Derby-winning 
Newmarket trainer Peter 
Chapple-Hyam is one of four 
trainers Mr Nass uses. 

Mr Nass also has 40 horses in 
Bahrain which he trains himself.

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Man will not face charge over hit-and-run 


A MAN arrested following a 
hit-and-run which left two 
teenagers with serious injuries 
has been told he will not be 
prosecuted. 

The 23-year-old from Soham 
was arrested on suspicion of 
perverting the course of 
justice and was released on 
bail until this week. 

But Cambridgeshire police 
have said his bail has been 
cancelled, meaning he will not 
be charged. 


The two youths were hurt in 
a collision with a Jeep Chero¬ 
kee vehicle on the A142 at 
Fordham at 1.40am on July 28. 

Andrew Grove, 15, of Laceys 
Lane, Exning, was originally 
in a critical condition in 
Addenbrooke’s Hospital, but 
his condition has improved. 

Louis Haley, 16, of Herrings- 
well, near Mildenhall, also 
suffered serious injuries. Both 
youths have now been 
discharged from hospital. 


The Jeep drove off after the 
incident and was later found 
on fire at Newmarket race¬ 
course. 

A 31-year-old Newmarket 
man remains on bail after 
being arrested on suspicion of 
perverting the course of 
justice and failing to stop at 
the scene of an accident. 

He is due to answer bail at 
Cambridge’s Parkside police 
station on October 4.

Lakenheath plane in 
‘friendly fire’ deaths 


AN American plane from 
the Lakenheath base 
dropped the bomb which 
killed three British 
soldiers in a “friendly 
fire” mistake, it has been 
revealed. 

The F-15E Strike Eagle jet 
from the USAF’s 48th Fighter 
Wing is one of around 20 which 
have been operating in the 
Middle East since May. 

A spokesman for the Ameri¬ 
can Force’s Central Command 
has confirmed that the two-seat 
plane, capable of dropping 
precision-guided bombs, was

from Lakenheath. 

The spokesman would not 
say whether the crew was still 
involved in flying missions 
while an investigation is being 
carried out by US and British 
military experts. 

No-one was available for 
comment at the base where the 
planes and about 800 personnel 
are expected to return this 
month from their four-month 
deployment to the Middle East. 

Three soldiers from the 
Royal Anglian Regiment died 


when the 5001b bomb was drop¬ 
ped on, or near, their positions 
in Afghanistan last month. 

Those who died were Private 
Aaron McClure, 19, from Ips¬ 
wich; Private John Thrumble, 
21, from Chelmsford; and Priv¬ 
ate Robert Foster, 19, from 
Harlow. Two other soldiers 
were injured. 

They were all serving with 7 
Platoon B Company (Suffolk) of 
the 1st Battalion The Royal 
Anglian Regiment. 

Personnel from Lakenheath 
undertake regular deploy¬ 
ments to the Middle East where 
the planes are used in action in 
Afghanistan and Iraq.

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Summer was 
the most 
miserable 
on record 



IF you thought this 
summer was a damp 
squib, you would be 
right. 

The UK’s summer looks 
set to be the wettest since 
records began in 1914, the 
Met Office has announced. 

Cambridgeshire residents 
may not have suffered as 
badly as some, but the 
county’s eighth wettest 
summer on record ensured 
plenty of barbecues were 
rained off. 

The county was soaked 
with 229.9mm of rain 
between June 1 and August 
28, which was 58 per cent 
above average and made 
our summer the wettest 
since 1997. 

The average temperature 
in Cambridgeshire during 
the same period was 16.02 C, 
0.02 C below average. 

The Met Office says the 
unusual position of the jet 
stream has caused the UK’s

wet weather by sucking in 
successive depressions. 

Thousands of people 
suffered misery as a result 
- floods in Gloucestershire, 
Yorkshire and Humberside 
in July caused an estimated 
£3 billion damage. 

Julie Reinger, weather 
forecaster for BBC Look 
East, said: “It has been a 
very wet summer across 
England. 

“Thankfully, here in the 
East we have avoided the 
worst of the rainfall that 
caused all the problems in 
Gloucestershire and 
Yorkshire, but even here we 
have seen some very wet 
conditions. 

“The good news is that 
for the first week of 
September the weather is 
looking better. I certainly 


have my fingers crossed for 
an Indian summer.” 

The Met Office has 
announced that provisional 
rainfall figures up to August 
28 show that 358.5mm of 
rain has fallen in the UK, 
just above the previous 
record of 358.4mm in 1956. 

If the figure is confirmed 
when all the weather 
stations send in their data, it 
would make this summer 
the wettest on record. 


Keith Groves, the Met 
Office’s head of forecasting, 
said: “These figures confirm 
what most people have 
already been thinking - this 
summer has been very wet 
and very disappointing for 
most.” 

Experts blame the wet 
summer on the position of 
the jet stream, a ribbon of 
high altitude strong winds 
which brings weather 
systems across the UK. 


For much of this summer, 
the jet stream has been 
further south and stronger 
than in a typical summer, 
bringing rain to many parts 
of the country 
The Met Office said the 
high rainfall was not out 
of line with climate 
change, which is expected 
to bring hotter summers 
along with more intense 
rain and higher risks of 
flooding. 


Hunters 
hunted 
by police 

WITH the illegal hare coursing 
season set to begin Cam¬ 
bridgeshire police are launch¬ 
ing the successful Operation 
Dornier for the fourth year 
running. 

Inspector Dick Lowings, part 
of the Rural Community Action 
Team (RCAT), said: “We will be 
taking positive action to target 
hare coursers by building on 
past successes. 

“Over the last three years 
hare coursing has significantly 
reduced, but we are not taking 
our eye off the ball. We will 
continue to tackle this issue in 
a robust manner, and we will 
prosecute offenders, spear¬ 
headed by this RCAT campaign. 

“If any members of the 
public are aware of hare 
coursing taking place, please 
call police. 

“Our aim is to continue this 
success and ensure we severely 
disrupt and convict those who 
are involved. 

“Hare coursing is not only 
illegal but also extremely 
disruptive. 

“Officers will continue to use 
tactics that have been used in 
previous years, such as 
intelligence gathering and high 
visibility patrols.”

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Town’s film tragedy 
shown at exhibition

A LITTLE-KNOWN 
tragedy in the history 
of Newmarket will be 
recalled this week. 

The 100th anniversary of 
a fire which resulted in the 
deaths of three women and 
injuries to hundreds of 
other people will be marked 
with an exhibition by the 
Newmarket Local History 
Society 

An account of the fire 
and other memorabilia will 
be put on display in the 
building where it happened 
- now Jane’s fashion shop. 

In 1907 it was the town 
hall and about 800 people 
crammed into the building 
on the night of September 7 
for a bioscope show - the 
forerunner of cinema. 

Celluloid film in a lime¬ 
light projector caught fire 
during the interval causing 
panic in the hall. People 
were trampled as they tried 
to get out and three women 
died from burns. 

Accounts at the time said 
the tragedy could have been 
worse if the manager of the 
Gaumont company which 
was putting on the show, 
had not carried the burning 
film outside. 

The projectionist suffered 
burned hands as he tried to 
turn off the gas cylinders 
which provided the light for

the film. 

Frank Simpson, New¬ 
market’s chief fire officer 
at the time, was in the aud¬ 
ience, and he connected up 
a nearby hose and began to 
spray water over the fire. 

Two policemen who were 
in the hall opened double 
doors and dragged people 
out. 

A pianist playing the 
accompaniment to the sil¬ 
ent film tried to calm the 
audience, but his piano was 
knocked over in the panic. 

It took 15 minutes to 
clear the hall and an acc¬ 
ount recorded by the hist¬ 
ory society said the hall 


was left littered with hats, 
clothing and human hair. 

“People wandered ar¬ 
ound the town bruised, 
battered and with clothing 
torn or burned from them,” 
said the account. 

Denise Rogerson, a rel¬ 
ative of Sarah Starling, one 
of the women who died, is 
helping with the exhib¬ 
ition. 

“Her husband was my 
great grandfather’s broth¬ 
er,” said Ms Rogerson, 56, 
of Station Road, Kennett. 

She said: “I found out 
about it while researching 
my family tree. 


“I think it’s fantastic that 
they are having the exhib¬ 
ition. Not many people are 
aware of this incident and 
I’m sure people will find it 
interesting.” 

Jane Webb, owner of the 
fashion shop, said: “I orig¬ 
inally bought the building 
in 1978 and I didn’t know 
about this fire until 15 
years ago. 

“This was an horrendous 
incident and it brought 
about legislation covering 
films and for improving 
safety.” 

The exhibition will coin¬ 
cide with the anniversary.

Residents urged to look 
out for drug factories

LANDLORDS and letting 
agents are being urged to 
look out for potential cann¬ 
abis factories. 

Police recently uncovered the 
latest of a series of large-scale 
cannabis farms in Kingfisher 
Walk, a quiet cul-de-sac in Linton. 

When police raided the home 
they discovered more than 700 
plants - a drugs crop worth an 
estimated £60,000. 

The Drug Enforcement Priority 
Offenders Team (Depot) was acting 
on intelligence from the com¬ 
munity in Linton and Detective 
Chief Inspector Dan Vajzovic is 
appealing for the public to be 
vigilant for more factories as 
detectives continue their fight 
against organised drug gangs. 

He said: “Cannabis factories are 
usually set up in residential areas, 
with the houses converted to allow 
a perfect growing ground for cann¬ 
abis. 

“This means the bypassing of 
mains electricity, installing venti¬ 
lation units and sealing up 
windows. 

“What may look like your 
average house from the outside 
could in fact be a factory for 
cannabis production. 

“I would urge the public to 


remain vigilant to activities in 
their neighbourhood.” 

DCI Vajzovic said the tell-tale 
signs of a factory were numerous. 

He said: “There are a number of 
things people should look out for. 
These include the curtains being 
constantly closed, or a lot of noise 
when someone moves into a 
property, but then afterwards no- 
one seems to be living there. 


“Sometimes there is a strange 
smell and paper or plastic is put 
outside the windows. Often there is 
excess heat or there is a lot of 
condensation.” 

DCI Vajzovic also asked 
landlords to be suspicious of 
anyone offering amounts of money 
for the house above the asking 
price. 

He said: “In particular cash 


payments in this business may be 
seen as abnormal and my advice to 
any potential landlord is to get ref¬ 
erences from all tenants and en¬ 
sure they know where the money 
from your tenant is coming from.”

Our current building is 
ageing which has presented 
us with some challenges. 

“We haven’t done a strict 
costing yet or started fund¬ 
raising. But we expect it will 
cost about £3 million. 

“We have not set a time- 
scale for the new building, 
but we would say we would 
like it to be built as soon as 
possible. 

“We have a small amount 
of funds, the church has 
some assets and we are not 
opposed to taking on a mort¬ 


gage to pay for the building.” 

He said the building would 
be available for community 
use in mid-week. 

“One of the things we are 
convinced of is that you don’t 
just build a church for 
Sunday use,” he added. 

East Cambridgeshire Dist¬ 
rict Council’s planning 
committee has received reco¬ 
mmendations to approve the 
plans - subject to conditions - 
after councillors view the 
four acre site, in Beck Road, 
before their meeting this 
week. 


Pub garden compromise

Brewer Greene King had 
applied for a change in the 
licence of the Half Moon in 
Kingsway, Mildenhall, to 
allow music and dancing up 
to lam on Saturdays and 
midnight on Fridays.

It was intended that the 
magazine would have re¬ 
ceived paper or other mater¬ 
ial through the parish 
council rather than cash. 

The complaint was made 
by Pamela Boura, another 
member of the parish 
council. 

In a written response to 
the complaint Mrs Lewis 
said she would have declared 
an interest if the donation 
had been purely financial 
and would not have voted on 
the item. 

Jane Orton, the district 
council’s investigating offic¬ 
er, said: “I do not believe any 
malice or prejudice was 
intended on Coun Lewis’ 
part.”

Luxury flats plan rejected 


CONTROVERSIAL plans to 
build a multi-million pound 
retirement complex have 
been rejected. 

Forest Heath District 
Council planners have ruled 
that The English Courtyard 
Development’s scheme to 
build the flats at Newmarket 
would be against the policy 
of protecting the town’s 
horseracing industry. 

The scheme to build on a 
three-acre paddock off 
Snailwell Road was opposed 
by people living nearby who 
claimed that they were 
promised there would be no 
building there. 

Newmarket Town Council 
supported the residents’ 


views. Now the district 
council, as planning author¬ 
ity, has refused permission. 

The district council has 
said that the scheme is 
against the aims and 
objectives of the horse¬ 
racing policy which protects 
land and buildings used in 
connection with the racing 
industry. 

The council’s reason for 
refusing permission is 
because the developer has 
“failed to demonstrate” that 
the land is not required for a 
horse-related use. 

Residents at nearby 
Balaton Place argued that 
racehorse trainer James 
Fanshawe, whose stables are 


nearby, was interested in 
using the paddock. 

The paddock was formerly 
part of the Animal Health 
Trust’s headquarters. The 
charity moved out of New¬ 
market to Kentford and the 
rest of its former site has 
already been developed. 
Balaton Place was built on 
part of the trust’s former 
land. 

The developer has argued 
that the paddock was never 
used directly by the horse¬ 
racing industry. 

The scheme would create 
36 retirement flats which 
would be sold leasehold for 
around £400,000 each.

Nissan 

Nissan has revealed a new 
concept car featuring 
multiple preventative 
features designed to reduce 
drink-driving. 

The various technologies are 
designed to detect the driver’s 
state of sobriety and to activate a 
range of preventive measures 
including immobilisation of the 
vehicle. 

Alcohol odour Sensors 

A hi-sensitivity alcohol odour 
sensor is built into the 
transmission shift knob which is 
able to detect the presence of 
alcohol in the perspiration of the 
driver’s palm as he or she attempts

develops anti-drink concept 


to start driving. 

When the alcohol-level detected 
is above the pre-determined 
threshold, the system 
automatically locks the 
transmission, immobilising the 
car. A “drink-driving” voice alert 
is also issued via the car 
navigation system. 

Additional alcohol odour 
sensors are also incorporated into 
the driver’s and passenger seats to 
detect the presence of alcohol in 
the air inside the vehicle cabin. 
When alcohol is detected, the 
system issues both a voice alert 
and a message alert on the 
navigation system monitor. 

Facial Monitoring System 

A camera is mounted on the 
instrument cluster facing the 
driver to monitor the driver’s face. 
The system is calibrated to 
monitor the driver’s state of 
consciousness through eyes. When 
the system detects signs of 
drowsiness, a voice and message 
alert is triggered via the 
navigation system. 

Additionally, a seat-belt 
mechanism is activated which 
tightens around the driver to gain 
his or her immediate attention.

Driving Behaviour 

By constantly monitoring the 
operational behaviour of the 
vehicle (eg sensing if the vehicle is 
drifting out of its driving lane), 
the system can identify signs of 
inattentiveness or distraction in 
the driver. 

When the system detects such 
behaviour, voice and message 
alerts are issued via the 
navigation system. The seat-belt 
alert mechanism is also activated, 
tightening around the driver to 
gain immediate attention. 

This concept car was developed 
as an exploratory platform to 
showcase breakthrough 

technologies that could potentially 
be applied to future production 
cars, part of an ongoing 
programme from Nissan 


contributing towards the 

prevention of drink-driving. 

Nissan has already launched 
and is developing several 
initiatives to help prevent drunk¬ 
driving. In June, the company 
introduced the “drink-driving” 
message alert on its navigation 
system. In July, Nissan also began 
testing a new on-board 
breathalyser system in 

cooperation with several local 
government authorities, where an 
interlock mechanism will 
immobilise the vehicle if the 
driver’s breath indicates the 
presence of alcohol above a 
specified level. 

In Japan, the company’s safety 
vision is to halve the number of 
traffic fatalities or serious injuries 
involving Nissan vehicles by 2015 
compared with the level in 1995.

PARENTS need to 
question why they go 
on the school run, a 
survey out this week 
suggests. 

Nearly half of those who 
get the car out for their 
children do so because of 
the distance involved, the 
survey from insurance 
company elephant.co.uk 
found. Yet 68 per cent of 
the parents live less than 
two miles from the school. 

And 87 per cent of them 
believe that they are 
contributing to traffic 
congestion problems by 
going on the school run. 

The survey also found 
that 14 per cent choose to 
take their offspring to 
lessons by car for safety 
reasons and that 56 per 
cent of children are now 
taken to school by car. 

Of the parents polled, 57 
per cent said they had 
walked to school when they 
were children, compared to 
only 34 per cent who walk 
now. 

When those in the survey 
were children themselves, 
13 per cent of them were 
driven to school. 

Elephant.co.uk managing 
director Brian Martin said: 
“It’s odd that parents use 
distance as an excuse 
considering how many live 
relatively close to school 
and especially how many of 
them used to walk them¬ 
selves. 

“It makes sense for 
children to walk to school 
wherever possible as 
childhood obesity rates are 
rising in the UK with 


around 1 million children 
under the age of 16 classed 
as obese. ”

the survey get to school 
now and how their parents 
got to school:

Walk 34% 
School bus 5%
